The Office of State Auditor. 


The office of Stale auditor was created several years ago 


with the expectation that it would result in large savings in 
Ihe cost of administering the State government. 
In this the 


office has been disappointing. The auditor has merely done 
what the State treasurer formerly did in conjunction with Ihe 
governor and council. Mis annual report has taken the place 
jn a large degree of that of'thc Slate treasurer, which was sim- 
plicity Uself in its information of what the Stale transactions 
had been for any given year. The man who ran might read 
intelligibly in the treasurer's report the work of each depart- 
ment. 
If any one, except by laborious examination can piece 


together the compilations of the auditor's report in their rela- 
tion to Slate income and Stale expenditures, he has yei to 
make himself known. The reports of State Treasurer Carter 
could be easily followed year by year, and they contained a 
comprehensive and plain history of the Slate's financial trans- 
actions, The auditor's report may be in accordance with Ihe 
law creating the office, but it is not Ihe book of ready refer- 
ence thai Colonel Carter used to prepare. The lime that the 
present auditor was able lo give to politics for the six or 
eight months preceding Ihe November election is ample evi- 
dence that his oflicc is at present a sinecure. 
Mr. Musgroye 


was entirely within his rights as a citizen in engaging in 
political work, but there is no reason why Ihe Slate should 
pay for such service. 
II is evident thai not half of his lime 


was required for Ihe duties of his position, and, in view of thi* 
fact, Ihe cosl of Ihc office, some $5000 a year, might lie savec1 


lo the Stale by abolishing il and reluming to Ihe old system ol 
checking accounts or by tranferr'mg its duties to some olhei 
department.—Nashua Telegraph.
